to offer mediation with the view to ob­ 
tain an arm istice and smooth the diffi­ 
culties actu ally existing between Greece 
and Turkey, on condition that the H e l­ 
lenic governm ent declares that it w ill 
proceed to recall its troops from Crete, 
adhere form ally to autonom y for Cret**, 
and accept unreservedly the counsels 
which the powers m ay give in the inter­ 
ests of peace." 


The reply of the Greek government 
was as follows: 
“ The royal govern­ 
ment in taking the note and declaration 
*»f th>* R ussian representative, acting in 
the name of th** ministers of the pow­ 
ers, declares that it will proceed to re­ 
call the royal troops from Crete, ad ­ 
heres form ally to autonom y for Crete, 
and confides tAi.* interests of Greece to 
the hands of the powers.”

‘Soldiers—The Greek arm y retires to 
Domokos because our positions at Phar- 
salos were not strong enough against 
an enemy greatly superior in numbers, 
but the positions you occupy here an* so 
strong that our arm y m ay be consid­ 
ered invincible.

offensive and compel him to abandon 
Greek territory. 
R em ember you defend 
the sacred soil of the fatherland and 
the honor of the king and nation.

T he horror of 
UD operation, even to a hero, m ay be 
better understood by a story of Nelson, 
iuciudei. in a paper by Dr. Joim Ash- 
hurst on “ Surgery Before the Days of 
Auavsthetics, ” published in the P h ila ­ 
delphia Record: 
No ))iaver or mori* gallant gentlem an 
ever lived than A dm iral Viscount N el­ 
son, and after his right elbow had btum 
shattered by a French b ullet in the as­ 
sault a t Tenerife he m anifested tlie ut­ 
most courag(‘, refusing to be taken to 
the ne a n« t sliip lest the sight of his in­ 
jury should alarm the w ife of a fellow 
officer whose ow n fate wa.s uncertain. 
When his own ship w as reachi'd, he 
olim bed up Us side w ith out assistanw , 
saying: 
“ Tell the surg(*ou to m ake haste and 
get his instrument.s. 1 know I m ust lose 
my righ t arm , so the s<x )ner it is off the 
b<*tter. ” 
“ He underw ent the a m puta tion,” so 
says a private letter of one of his m id ­ 
shipm en, “ w ith the same firmness and

Ivan Ivauoff, one of the m (» t skillful 
of Ru.ssiun forgers, w hen sentenced to 
20 years’ impri.souiueut in the m ines of 
Siberia nonchalantly rem arked : 
“ I am th e victim of po<ir technic. 
I know m y business bettt'r th an most 
men, but I am hum an, and to e rr is h u­ 
man. 
H ad my forgery been pc rfw t I 
could not have been convicted. I am the 
victim of poor technic and a careless 
stroke of the pen. ” 
Strange as it m ay seem, an event has 
taken place 
recently in 
the 
U nited 
States w hich proves th a t Ivan Ivanoff 
w’as m istaken in his theory and th a t the 
absolute perfection of a forgery m ay 
prove the cause of a conviction. 
The 
story w hich contains the proof of this 
assertion is not a long one and is as fol­ 
lows: 
About 20 years ago a young m an 
nam ed R ichard Robinson, w ho lived in 
the city of New Y'ork, bought B50 acres 
of land near K ansas City. Tlu^ land 
w as wortli only 
or 
an acre at th a t 
tim e, and Robin.^ion, getting into trou­ 
ble, deeded the land to his law yer in 
paym ent of his fee. The law yer gave no 
attention to the proix ^rty, and it was 
sold for tax es, aud his title w as good 
against all claim ants ex cept infant heirs. 
When the land Iwcaiuc' valuable, owing 
to the grow th of K ansas ( ’ity, an iin- 
scrupulous real estate dealer of 
St. 
Louis inrlnced a young w om an of that 
city to im personate a d augh ter of R ob ­ 
inson aud to bring suit to recover the 
prop(‘i’iy. The girl w as proved to be an 
impostor and 
tlio suit 
was 
decided 
against her. 
The case attracted wide attention, and 
the fact that the title to the land seem ­ 
ed som ew hat in doubt caused a d isb ar­ 
red law yer nam ed Reeti, once a resident 
of Chicago, to look into the m atter care­ 
fully aud finally to conceive a plan to 
ol)taiii poss( ssion of the laud through 
forg( ry. When everything liad been pre- 
jiared, Reed brought suit of ejectm ent 
against the m an w ho had po.ssessiou of 
the property, claim ing th a t he had a 
deed to it from Robiu.sou dated jirior to 
the one given by Rol)inson to his law- 
y(T, thus invalidating not only that 
title, but all subsequent titles which 
had been given. 
The only way to break this claim was 
to prove th a t tlie deed alleged to be 
signed by Robin.son w as a forgery. A ft­ 
er a long search Robinson was discover­ 
ed by the attorney for the defense, liv ­ 
ing in an obscure t iw n in Tex as. 
He 
bail passed through m any w ild ex peri­ 
ences on the frontier and in a per.sonal 
encounter had receivt'd a pistol ball in 
his righ t arm , whicli m ade am putation 
necessary. 
Subsix iiiently he had served 
as county clerk in Missouri, and his sig­ 
nature was thus readily accessible to 
the forger, 
Robin.son was brought to 
K ansas City by the defeu.se, and his tes­ 
tim ony w as relied on to prove th a t the 
signature attached to the deed was a 
forgery. 
When the case cam e to trial and the 
(h‘e(l had b« ‘en offered in evidence. Rob 
insoii w as placi'd on the stand. 
He ex ­ 
am ined tlio signature w ith the great(‘8 t 
care, and to the astonishm ent and c h a­ 
grin of the defense he testified th a t the 
w riting was liis, not a line or dot in the 
signature differing in tlie slightest de- 
g'ree from his usage. It seemed as though 
tlie w ily Mr. Reed had gained his case, 
w hen the attoriK'y for the defen.se, ta k ­ 
ing up the dei‘d, glanced at it a m o­ 
m ent, then, dropping it upon the table, 
he suddenly asked: 
“ Mr. Robinson, w hen did you lose 
your righ t arm ?” 
“ About 15years a go.” w as th e reply. 
“ Is your signature to this deed w r it­ 
ten w ith your righ t or left hand?” 
“ W ith m y left h a nd .” 
“ Did you ever em ploy your left hand 
in w riting before you lo.st your righ t 
arm ?” 
“ Never. ” 
“ T h at is a ll,” 
said 
the attorney. 
“ Call Mr. Reed to the s ta nd .” 
The plaintiff

attorney handed him the deed.

sw ear that thi.s deed w as m ade to you 
by Mr. Robin.-ion?”

“ It is dated A pril 10, 18 7 (5.” 
“ T h at was six years before ho lost his 
riglit arm. and yet this deed is signed 
w ith his left hand. 
How do you ac­ 
count tor tliut?” 
The witness w as silent. 
He turned 
pale and then attem pted to e.scape from 
the courtroijin. 
He was arrested aud 
held on a d iarge of forgery. 
H is te*ch- 
nic had been perfect— .so perfect, in­ 
deed, as to de(*eive the m an whose sig­ 
nature lie had forged— hut he iiad made 
the m istake of im ita ting the left h and ­ 
ed w riting 
o f Robinson and had dated 
the deed .six years prior to his loss of 
the righ t arm. 
Of course the suit was decided in fa ­ 
vor of the defendant, and at present 
! Rifx l is serving a 20 year sent« uce in 


I the penitentiary for forgery, his fate 
I paralleling that of Ivan Ivanoff, not 
! through laek of “ technie, ” hut rather 


I becuu.se of his p* rfectif}!! in th a t m atter.
